SPRINGFIELD. 


Frankfort, Ky.—The Democratic 
committee of the Seventh Congres¬ 
sional district decided to hold a pri¬ 
mary election Saturday, June 25, for 
the purpose of selecting the nominoo 
for congress to be voted for at tbo 
November election. There were no ex¬ 
plosive speeches and perfect harmony 
prevailed. Former Congressman W. 
P. Kimball, of Lexington, noted that 
there was no provision In the call for 
the selection of officers for the pri¬ 
mary, and W. O. Davis, committeeman 
from Woodford county, offered a reso¬ 
lution which defined the manner in 
which the election officers shall be 
chosen. Mr. Kimball offered a reeom- 
t on that challengers or bystanders 
are permitted to challenge the vote 
of any person in the primary who is 
believed to have sold his certificate 
or allowed K u> be held by another! 
Person. It was adopted. Candidates' 
must enter by written notice not later 
than June 10 and pay the required ( 
assessment. If only one candidate 
qualifies by June 14 he shall be de¬ 
clared the nominee.

Present Indications point to a gen¬ 
eral observance of National Tuber¬ 
culosis Sunday in more than 200,008 
churches of the country on April 24.

Frankfort Judgs Wants Grand Jury to 
Investigate Legislature Charges. 


Louisville, Ky.—Announcement of 
the dissolution of the Law -artnership 
of Senator William O. Bradley and 
Scute Senator Nat C. Curetou was 
made, causing much surprise to 
friends of 'both. The manner in which 
the announcement was made and the 
allenoe of both in regard to it leads 
to the belief that relations between 
the two had grown greatly strained 
before It was decided to publicly an¬ 
nounce the breach. Senator Bradley 
left for Washington without making 
a statement Office assistants stated 
that the dissolution was made by mu¬ 
tual consent. By some it is believed 
tbat the dissolution was brought about 
by Senator Cureton’s espousal of the 
county unit bill, while others hold that 
Senator Bradley's lack of support of 
Senator Cure ton in bis candidacy for ( 
the Louisville postmaetership Is the 
cause ot the breach.

Girl 8temmers Quit Work and Riots 
and Arrests Follow. 


Little Progress Has Been Made 
with Any Measure But 
Budget Bills. 


Louisville, Ky.—Several riots, In 
which the police were twice forced to 
level their revolvers upon women and 
children, 10 arrests, including girl 
rioters, and wild disorder am/.ng 10,- 
000 strikers and sympathizers, attend¬ 
ed a walkout of 3,500 stemmers, most 
ly women and girls at the three plants 
of the American Tobacco Co. That 
4.500 tobacco workers will join the 
strike now seems inevitable, and a 
mass-meeting bas been called, when 
the strikers will perfect an orgaalzi 
tlon. Led by Miss Hazel Spaulding. 
2,000 striking women have swarmed 
about the plants of the oompany, and 
Srmed with sticks, stones, brickbats 
end all weapons that lay handy. No 
demands have yet been made by the 
strikers, but efforts to effect a settle¬ 
ment have been made by the employ¬ 
ers. The strikers will ask a 20 per 
cent increase in wages, an increase of 
one cent per pound for piecework. 
They now receive two cents a pound 
for stemming.

There are other Democrats, how¬ 
ever. who contend that if a tariff bill 
is introduced into tbe house in the 
day of party success, that of course 
it cannot become the law of the land 
because of a Republican senate, and 
that it will be something worse than 
wasted effort. 

Moreover, there arc some of the

An Oregon Dehorning Chute. 


As to the squeeze gate and dehorn¬ 
ing chute shown''herewith, this is the 
standard style used throughout the 
west excepting, of course, a few 
minor modifications which do not af¬ 
fect the principle Involved. The plan 
given is for branding on the right hip 
but it may be easily modified for 
branding on any spot desired, writes 
Ermine L. Potter of Oregon Agricul¬ 
tural college, in Breeders’ Gazette. 
The four posts used for the corners 
should be strong and set deeply in the 
gTound. about five feet apart in the 
clear. The right-hand posts should ex¬ 
tend 5H feet above the ground and 
the others seven feet above ground. 
For framing 2x6-inch lumber is about 
right, although strong poles may be 
used Just as well. 

Inch stuff is all right for the aiding. 
The left aide Is made stationary and 
the bottom la set in about fifteen 
inches The right side Is hinged by 
two bolts. G and H. The aides must 
not be much more than ten inches 
apart at the bottom. The squeezing 
power is applied by a block and tackle 
attached at the points A and B. Two 
small double pulleys and an old lariat 
rope will do very well. 

The front end is made like a com¬ 
mon stanchion. The post J Is station¬ 
ary while K is fastened at the bottom 
with a single bolt and la held in place 
at the top by the lever E, which is 
notched on the under side to catch on 


i fastened to a similar pin In the left 
corner post. The right horn Is cut, 
the brand applied and the job is done. 
The bar D is removed, the stanchion 
opened and the pressure on the sides 
released. The animal now cornea out 
the front end of the chute right 
through the stanchion and usually into 
another corral. Of course he may be 
let back the way be came in, bat most 
men prefer to have the dehorned cab 
tie separate from the rest 
To use a device of this kind con¬ 
veniently there must be a long nar¬ 
row lane or chute leading up to the 
back entrance of the dehorning chute 
from the main corral. The front end 
of the chute should open Into another 
corral. Cattle are very much opposed 
to entering an arrangement of this 
kind unless the corrals are such that 
they cannot help it 
The dimensions given are for the 
average run of mixed stuff. If many 
heavy steers are to be dehorned the 
chute should be heavier and higher. 
It is often found with thin stuff that 
the movable sides press on the hip 
bones instead of.on the fleshier parts 
of the body. This may knock the 
skin off the hips and cause consider¬ 
able pain besides not holding the ani¬ 
mal securely. This defect however, 
may be easily remedied by nailing 
horizontally along each side a piece 
2x10 Inches or 2x8 inches just below 
the level of the animal’s hips. This 
puts the pressure on the sides in¬ 
stead of on the hip bones. These 
pieces may just as well be put on at 
the very first aa they are pretty sure 
to be needed.

Just as soon as the 
animal is In place clamp the stanchion 
shut put up the bar C and close the 
squeeze gate with rope L. Now take 
a pair of bull pincers or spring nose 
clamps with about three feet of rope 
attached.

Turnip Forage for Sheep. 

In England the turnip crop Is uti¬ 
lized ver^ extensively in feeding 
sheep but! In this country it would 
not be made to play the same part In 
the economy of sheep feeding. The 
turnips are not harvested In England, 
but the sheep are given the run of the 
turnip field and harvest their own feed, 
but In this country where the ground 
freezes up about the first of December. 
It would be impossible to harvest the 
crop in this manner although it might 
be profitable to hurdle the sheep In 
this manner during the fall and har¬ 
vest the crop for winter feeding, but 
where ensilage can be grown to pro¬ 
vide succulence for winter I do not 
believe that it would pay to depend 
too largely upon root crops for winter 
feeding.

As previously in¬ 
timated business throughout Western 
Canada is sound and good. The grain 
production of 1909 has been the great 
factor in establishing the reputation 
of Western Canada, and it Is worth 
talking about. It surpassed all previ¬ 
ous records, both in regard to quality 
and quantity, and such an achieve¬ 
ment was by no meanB easy. The 
limit has not been reached, and a 
large average increase may be ex¬ 
pected during the next ten years.
